Jackie Maxwell apologizes as 
she arrives a few minutes late, car¬ 
rying what’s left of her lunch. She’s 
fighting a cold while juggling a 
jam-packed schedule and seems 
relieved just to sit down. 

I remind her it’s her final season 
as artistic director here. She can 
do whatever she wants. 

“Exactly,” she says with a smile. 
“Until then I will merrily fly the 
flag, as they say.” 

The long goodbye has begun 
for Maxwell. Her replacement has 
already been chosen (British-bom 
Tim Carroll). Preview perform¬ 
ances are underway. As Maxwell 
talks, a matinee show of Alice in 
Wonderland in the Festival Thea¬ 
tre echoes down the halls — the 
biggest production of her final 
season. In addition to her regu¬ 
lar duties she’s being asked to list 


her 10 favourite plays, her fond¬ 
est memories, her thoughts as her 
14-year run comes to an end. 

The one thing she quickly dis¬ 
misses, though, is the 'R' word. 
Retirement. Turning 60 this year, 
Maxwell is leaving the Shaw Festi¬ 
val but she's hardly leaving theatre. 

“The thing is, I am a director 
— that's what it says on my pass¬ 
port,” she says. 'Tve always tried 
to maintain a freelance career 
through this. That's what's nice, 
I’ve got offers in various places 
now. It’s a bit of 'Hold your nose 
and jump.’

“I don't think theatre people 
retire. I think you just keel over in

Maxwell's 14 years as artistic 
director is second only to Christo¬ 
pher Newton, who left after 22 sea¬ 
sons. Carroll will be just the third 




person to hold the job since 1980, 
compared to nine at the Stratford 
Festival in that time. It’s a testa¬ 
ment to the relative lack of turbu¬ 
lence here, and the family atmos¬ 
phere the Shaw holds dear. There 
have been rough seasons — many 
of them under Maxwell’s watch — 
though there's always a rebound. 
A comeback.

But it comes at a cost. And after 
14 years, Maxwell has paid in full. 

“I could have gone on, but I’ve 
always believed you should leave 
a position when you still feel really 
good about it," she says. 

So why walk away now? 

“Because it’s huge. You’re 
choosing plays, you’re choosing 
creative teams, you’re building 
pieces, directing yourself. There’s 
a huge amount of responsibility. 
I mean, this is a big organization. 
It’s an almost $30-million organi- 

vast. Bridge issues. The loonie. 
Highway construction. All things 
that can make or break a season. 


Last season, one of Shaw’s greatest 
ever in terms of quality and critical 
reaction, lost $1.7 million because 
of things like the PanAm Games in 
Toronto and the resurgent Toronto 
Blue Jays. 

Then there’s the maternal side of 
the job, watching over upwards of 
75 actors she feels responsible for. 

“I have meetings with every 
member of the company, telling 
them if I have something for them 
and if I don’t," she says. “That takes 
an emotional toll, because I take it 
seriously. 

“In that sense, I thought... this 
(time) is good. Fourteen years.” 

In 2003, Belfast-born Maxwell 
was the newbie replacing a local 
fixture. Newton took over a strug¬ 
gling Shaw Festival and made it 
one of the most respected thea¬ 
tre companies in the world, in 
turn creating massive tourist dol¬ 
lars for Niagara-on-the-Lake. But 
he handed over the keys just as 
Shaw was about to hit its darkest

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Polish president pays respects at NOTL cemetery

It’s just a tiny, meticulously 
maintained cemetery in Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake, but it rep¬ 
resents a significant event in 
the history of Poland. 

So significant Poland's pres¬ 
ident Andrzej Duda and First 
Lady Agata Komhauser-Duda, 
on a three-day trip to Canada, 
visited Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Monday to lay a wreath at the 
General Haller cemetery. 

It’s located in a fenced-off 
corner of the St. Vincent De 
Paul churchyard, where 25 of 
the 20,000 Polish-American 
soldiers who trained in NOTL 
to fight for an independent 
Polish army in the First World 
War are buried. 

While they were in Nia¬ 
gara, billeted in tents, bams, 
barracks and homes around 
town, an epidemic of influ¬ 
enza broke out and took the 
lives of the small number of 
soldiers, before they could be 
sent to France to join General 
Jozef Haller’s Polish Army. 

Each year, on the second 
Sunday in June, local Poles 


march from downtown NOTL 
to the cemetery plots, com¬ 
memorating the spirit of the 
soldiers who died here in 
1917, and the liberation of 
their motherland, and thank¬ 
ing Canadians for hosting and 
caring for the soldiers while 
they were on Canadian soil. 

The members of local 
Polish organizations are get¬ 
ting older, but there are always 
lots ofyoung people and chil¬ 
dren at the very moving serv¬ 
ice, says Lord Mayor Pat Darte 
- the history of the cemetery is 
passed dwon through genera- 

Darte spoke briefly to Presi¬ 
dent Duda before the laying of 
a wreath in the cemetery, at a 
service attended by more than 
500 Polish people. "He said 
thank you for hosting this, and 
for all the work we put into it,” 
said Darte. 

“I invited him to come back 
This is their sacred ground, 
and you can see how popular 
a president he is. For him to 
come to NOTL is a big honour

Dorothy and Duane Hus- 
tenowich never expected to 
be struggling financially at this 
stage in their lives. 

They felt they'd done every¬ 
thing right. They boughtahouse 
in NOIL 12 years ago that is now 
more than half paid for, they 
have insurance. KRSPs, and up 
to about six months ago, were 
both still working, with jobs 
that gave them benefits in case 
anything happened to either of 

Then, within a short time, 


they both became sick and una¬ 
ble to work, and they discovered 
the reality ofwhat they thought 
was protected. 

Dorothy, 62, worked for MB 
Foods for many years in the deli 
section, and when it was sold 12 
years ago, she went to McDon¬ 
alds. 

Those who remember see¬ 
ing her at the local restaurant 
know she developed tremors. 
Up until December, McDon¬ 
alds management did its best 
to accommodate Dorothy, let¬ 
ting her work at the jobs where 
she was most comfortable. But 
the tremors have grown stead¬ 


ily worse, and she finally had to 
takealeave of absence, too weak 

Although she had her first 
brain scan in 2012, and a sec¬ 
ond in late 2015, it wasn’t until 
a medical appointment in Lon¬ 
don last week that she was told 
she had had a stroke years ago, 
and that was what was likely 
causing the tremors. 

There is a medication that 
might help with the tremors, 
said her husband Duane, but 
other than that, there is no treat- 

Inthe meantime, she contin¬ 
ues to get benefits, and hopes to 


go back to work, but isn’t sure at 
the moment that will happen - 
always a small person, she has 
become quite fail, down to less 
than 100 pounds. 

Her husband Duane, 50, is 
a heavy-duty mechanic. He 
had open heart surgery early 
this year - he discovered he 
had a bicuspid aortic valve that 
needed to be replaced. 

That wasonJan.22,andhe 
hasn’t been back to work since 
- although the surgery was suc¬ 
cessful, his heart rate never 
returned to what it should be, 
and he was diagnosed with a left 
bundle branch blockage - a car¬ 


diac abnormality which causes 
problems with heart rhythm. 

He's not sure what will be 
done to fix it - a pacemaker is 
one possibility-butin the mean¬ 
time, he can’t work either. He 
is finally about to receive some 
disability pay, but the cap on it 
meansitisnothingnearwhathe 
was earning while working. 

When the couple purchased 
their house with a Scotia Bank 
mortgage, they were sold mort¬ 
gage insurance from Canada 
Life that included death or criti- 
calillness. Theyunderstoodthat 
to mean if they were sick and 
unable to work, the insurance 


would cover mortgage pay¬ 
ments. They have paid almost 
$60,000 for insurance over the 
12 years since they bought their 
house, Duane estimates. 

However, to their surprise, 
they learned there is a list of ill¬ 
nesses thatwould be covered by 
their insurance, such as blocked 
arteries that require bypass sur¬ 
gery, but Duane’s heart prob¬ 
lems are not covered. 

"Ifwe’re not able to go back to 
work, how do we pay our mort¬ 
gage?” he asks.

“And why have we been paying for 
insurance that we find is no use to us? We 
thought when we bought it it would cover 
any illness that prevented us from work¬ 
ing, not just a list of specific problems that 
we didn’t know about” 

A representative from Canada Life 
said he couldn’t talk about their policy 
because of privacy issues, but a letter from 
the insurance company to Duane said 
they would "provide abenefitifyou are 
diagnosed with a specific health crisis.” 
This would include a heart attack, stroke 
or cancer, the letter said, but not a valve 
replacement 

They have gone to their MPP Wayne 
Gates for help, and his office has been try¬ 
ing to find some relief for them. 

Gates, who had the same valve trans¬ 
plant that Duane had, understands it's a 
serious issue, and that Duane can't return 
to work. He has asked his staff to put into 
motion an appeal to the insurance com¬ 
pany, and Gates said he'd phone the bank 
himself 

“Their insurance wasn’t what they 
thought they had,” he said. “He can't go 
back to work - that's the issue. But the fine 
print is working against him.” 

It's a complicated case and the solution 
is not an easy one, he said. “Sometimes we 
just can't help, but a lot of times we can.” 

Gates says it is “mind-boggling” to him 
that Duane's surgery would not be consid¬ 


ered a critical illness. 

“It’s bad enough that you’ve already 
had heart surgery, and you have stress in 
your life, and then you find out at the end 
of the day you’re not covered. I remember 
what that surgery felt like - nobody with a 
fair mind should say that it isn’t covered." 

He feels the mortgage specialist at the 
bank has a responsibility to look out for 
the best interest of the client, and explain 
the coverage better 

The bigger issue, he said, is to ensure 
clients are fully informed and educated 
about their insurance when it’s sold to 
them, and that it’s not vague, as it seems 
to be in the case of the Hustenowichs. 

That will be an issue for the ministry 
of finance, he said, and he will be press¬ 
ing the question. His office is also check¬ 
ing with a wing of the ministry that over¬ 
sees the resolution process when there is 
an insurance complaint 

To Duane and Dorothy, the issue is that 
they bought their mortgage insurance 
thinking that it covered any health situa¬ 
tion that meant they couldn’t work, and 
now, their bank, who offered them a tem¬ 
porary solution by delaying their mort¬ 
gage payment, is suggesting they should 
sell their house or cash in retirement sav¬ 
ings. 

"Why should I have to do that when 
I’ve been paying for insurance all these 
years?” said Duane. “I thought I had done 
everything right, eerything I needed to do. 
How is this right?”
